Mitt Romney claims win in 
New Hampshire primary 
after Iowa caucus victory

MANCHESTER, N.H. Mitt Romney rolled to an 
easy victory Tuesday in the New Hampshire 
primary taking a broad stride toward capturing 
the GOP presidential nomination as the contest 
heads south for a pair of potentially make-or- 
break contests. 

The win, forecast by the TV networks from 
exit polls almost immediately after voting ended, 
gave Romney a one-two sweep in the early bal- 
loting of the 2012 campaign, a first for any Re- 
publican apart from a sitting president. 

The conservative candidates who stand the 
best chance to stop him as the race heads to 


South Carolina— former Pennsylvania Sen. Rick 
Santorum, former House Speaker Newt Gin- 
grich and Texas Gov Rick Perry— were trailing 
far back and appeared unlikely to get a signifi- 
cant lift from their performance here. 

In polling before Tuesday’s election. Rep. Ron 
Paul of Texas and former Utah Gov Jon Hunts- 
man Jr. were vying for second place. Santorum, 
the Iowa runner-up by a handful of votes, and 
Gingrich were scrambling to create some sense 
of momentum for their campaigns. Perry aban- 
doned New Hampshire, staking his future on 
South Carolina. 

Romney starts out leading there, too, but that 
challenge promises to be much more formidable 
than New Hampshire which, from the start, was 
a fight to finish second behind the former Mas- 
sachusetts governor. Unlike Iowa, where leaders 
came and went atop the polls, no survey ever 


showed Romney with less than a sizable, double- 
digit New Hampshire lead. 

In South Carolina, however, Romney won’t 
have what amounted to a home-field advan- 
tage-five Massachusetts presidential hopefuls 
have won the neighboring Granite State in past 
elections — and he will face a much different elec- 
torate in the first Southern primary next week. 

South Carolina has a large and politically im- 
portant bloc of evangelical voters. Romney will 
face resistance among some of those Christian 
conservatives who are suspicious if not down- 
right hostile toward his Mormon faith. In New 
Hampshire, just 14 percent of those who voted 
Tuesday said being a “true conservative” was the 
most important thing to them, trailing far be- 
hind the economic concerns cited by six in 10 
voters, according to election-day interviews by 
the TV networks.

Looking to enjoy the last weeks of 
football season with the perfect 
brew? Coors regular, topped Con- 
sumer Reports^ recent taste 
test of beers, blowing 
away nine brews in- 
cluding Budweiser and 
Bud Light. Name lag 
and Big Llats— store 
brands from Ifader 
Joc^S and Walgreens, 
respectively — beat 
out top-sellers Co- 
rona Extra and Bud- 
weiser. llie full report and ratings of beer is 
featured in the February issue of Consumer Re- 
ports and online at consutnerreports.org. 

lb determine the best brews, the experts at Con- 
sumer Reports conducted blind taste tests of lo la- 
gers— eight top-selling regular and light beers plus 
two store brands. Although none of the beers scored 
a touchdown, Coors, which scored very good but not 
quite high enough to be rated cTccellent, came close, 
standing out for balanced flavors with citrus notes and 
no off-tastes, Tn addition to earning the highest marks 
in Consumer Reports' tests, Coors, available for $6*45 
for a six-pack, was deemed a CR Best Buy along with run- 
ners-up Name Tag (Trader Joe's), Big Flats (Walgreens) and 
Miller High Life. 

When it comes to choosing a beer, taste may be the 
most important factor to consider, but Consumer Reports 
tests found that consumers also should keep the following 
in mind:

Regular vs. light 

Light beer has 20-50 fewer calories per serving due to 
lower carbs and slightly less alcohol, but no tested light 
scored high enough to be very good. Miller Lite, which 
had more flavor and is a little fruitier than most, was best 
of the bunch; Corona Light, a bitter brew with traces of 
tinny and sulfury off-notes, was the worst. 

Price vs. taste 

Corona Light costs far more than the higher-rated Miller 
Lite; and Corona Extra costs about twice as much as three 
better beers —Name lag. Big b'lats and Miller I ligh Life. 

Cans vs. bottles 

Consumer Reports tasted beer from cans, which do a bet- 
ter job than bottles in keeping light, beer's nemesis, from 
getting inside. Light can react with beer within weeks or 
even days to create compounds similar to those a skunk 
uses to defend itself. 

Consumer Reports is an independent product-testing organiza- 
tion. Using its more than 50 tabs, auto test center and survey 
research center the nonprofit annuaiiy rates thousands of 
products and services. 


SORRY, BUD. THERE’S 
A NEW NO. 2 BEER IN 
TOWN: COORS LIGHT

After nearly 20 years of selling America's two 
best-selling beers, Anheuser-Busch’s No. 2, Bud- 
weiser, has been pushed aside by Coors Light, 
made by Chicago-based MillerCoors. 

The milestone, anticipated for more than a 
year, comes in the wake of years of declines by 
Budweiser, the only full-calorie beer in the top 
five U.S. beers. Bud Light is the top-selling beer 
in the U.S. by a substantial margin, with 19. i per- 
cent of the market in 2010, according to Beer 
Marketer’s Insights, a trade publication. 

Coors Light sales by volume rose o.S percent 
during 2011, to 18.2 million barrels, while Bud- 
weiser sales declined 4.6 percent, to 17.7 mil- 
lion barrels, according to Beer Marketer’s 
Insights. I'he figtires include Puerto Rico 
and exports. 

Miller Lite was in fourth place, with a 
7.5 share, and Natural Light rounded 
out the top five with a 4.2 share.

By the end of 2011, Budweiser slipped to 

8.4 percent of the market from 8.7 percent, 
while Coors Light rose to 8.7 percent from 

8.5 percent. Anheuser-Busch, based in St. 
Louis, has had the two top-selling beers on 
the list since 1993. Updated market share data 
for the rest of the top five won’t be available 
until later this month. 

“This is a huge milestone for the entire 
MillerCoors family” said Rick Gomez, vice 
president of brand marketing, adding that 
2011 was the seventh consecutive year of sales 
growth for Coors Light. Nabbing the No. 2 
spot, Gomez said, can help secure the brand 


additional “more shelf space, more tap han- 
dles and more support.” 

Still, some data shows Budweiser on top. 
According to SymphonyIRI Group, a Chi- 
cago-based market research firm, Budweiser 
sales decreased 1.9 percent, to $2.1 billion, 
for the 52 weeks ended Dec. 25, while Coors 
Light sales increased 3.7 percent, to $1.9 bil- 
lion. The data excludes Wal-Mart, club stores 
and liquor stores. 

Benj Steinman, president of Beer Mar- 
keter’s Insights, said although the market- 
share shift likely secures some bragging rights 
for MillerCoors, it’s unlikely to result in any 


changes at Anheuser-Busch. Budweiser sales 
have been in decline since 1988, Steinman 
said, when the brand had more than a 25 per- 
cent market share. 

An Anheuser-Busch spokesman said the 
company’s 2011 sales numbers won’t be avail- 
able until its earnings report in early March. 

“We’re committed to and on track with our 
strategy to stabilize Budweiser,” he said. 

The sluggish economy high unemploy- 
ment and increasing consumption of wine 
and liquor all have packed a wallop on the 
beer industry which has posted three con- 
secutive years of declines. 


The volume declines have been particularly 
acute for the nation’s largest brewers, accord- 
ing to Beer Marketer’s Insights. Anheuser- 
Busch in 2011 shipped less than 100 million 
barrels for the first time in more than a de- 
cade. MillerCoors shipped less than 60 mil- 
lion barrels, which is the lowest rate for Miller 
and Coors since 1989. 

With Coors Light posting slow but steady 
gains. Miller Lite, which started the light beer 
craze in the mass market, has reported three 
years of declining sales. MillerCoors plans to 
ditch the brew’s 2-year-old “Man Up” tag line 
in new advertising expected this spring.

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Lessons from 
an extreme 
couponer

Since she was featured on an episode of TLC’s 
“Extreme Couponing” last year and an all-star 
version of the reality shopping show last week, 
it’s been easier to walk an aisle in Antoinette Pe- 
terson’s shoes. 

The 30 -year-old Morgan Park resident said 
she’s been recognized at grocery stores since ap- 
pearing on the show, which documents how peo- 
ple from across the country save large amounts 
on their grocery bills. They use coupons and 
sometimes grow food stockpiles in their homes 
from multiple purchases. 

Peterson also has been hosting couponing par- 
ties and classes to share tips with wannabe savers. 

“I have a huge following of young people who 
are just learning how to shop and save,” Peterson 
said. “Pm much more busier now ... because of 
the TV show.” 

She said she began couponing when she was a 
student at Southern Illinois University so she could 
save money to pay her rent, bills and car loan. 

But she didn’t get into extreme couponing un- 
til two years ago, when she posted on Facebook 
that she saved a few bucks at Target. A friend 
scoffed at her savings, and showed her how to 
coupon better. After that, Peterson got a $95 bill 
down to $9 and declared she would never shop 
the regular way again. 

Peterson said she has a modest stockpile com- 
pared with the other extreme couponers filmed 
for the TLC series. Three-and-a-half shelves in 
her house are devoted to her extreme couponing 
finds: 25 bottles of laundry detergent and mul- 
tiple boxes of mashed potatoes, macaroni and 
pasta she’s accumulated over time. 

She recommends that young people learn how 
to coupon now to prepare for when they have 
families. One of the tips she gives new couponers 
is to check store policies and make sure to apply 
coupons to sales.

773“94^“7547)i ^ fine-dining destination in 

Lincoln Square, chef Chris Nugent serves tast- 
ing menus designed wth great wine in mind, 
even though you have to bring it yourself 
Wine service actually was the first order 
of business for Nugent when it came time to 
train the staff at his BYOB restaurant, and 
he and his wafe, Nina, spent hours selecting 
stemware. They settled on the elegant {and 
titanium-reinforced) Schott Zweisel brand 
from Austria and also provide decanters, 
filters and even wine coasters so bottles can 
rest comfortably on the table without drips. 
As a veteran of downtown stalwart Les 
Nomades, Nugent is an expert on the proper 
wine experience, and it shows. Tie says he felt

sign a designated wine book, detailing what 
they brought and with what courses they 
paired their special bottle. 

So if you have a bottle at home that’s been 
awaiting just the right occasion, a dinner at 
Goosefoot could be it. The current eight- 
course tasting menu ($90) features seasonal 
delights: alba mushrooms, chestnut soup, 
local root vegetables, roasted quail and 
pumpkin. Nugent plans to change the menu 
seasonally and will add a 12-course menu 
($140) in late January or early February 

Of course, not everyone has the wine know- 
how (or cash or patience) to curate a cellar 
of aged bottles at home, but that shouldn’t 
prevent you from dining at Goosefoot. Wth 
some extra thought, you can buy a bottle or 
two that will harmonize with the food.

For locavores, try Circa Estate and Do- 
maine Berrien from Michigan. Since you’ll 
want to make your reservation at Goosefoot 
in advance, you should have plenty of time to 
pick the perfect bottle.
